OSA requests funding at the same level as FY2015.

CONTRACTUAL SERVICES:

OSA requests an increase of $350,000 for contractual services during FY2016.  The requested increase will fund the
projected outlay related to the EDP audit of the MAGIC system.

COMMODITIES:

OSA requests funding at the same level as FY2015.

EQUIPMENT:

OSA requests an increase of $252,360 for equipment during FY2016. The requested incease will allow for the
replacement of information technology equipment (i.e., computers, computer servers, etc.)
